The  26  members  of  one  of  Princeton's  most  appreci- 
ated, longest  working  and  least  publicized  organizations, 
the  Princeton  Hospital  Volunteers,  who  this  week — and 
any  week  throughout  the  year — will  devote  a  minimum 
of  35  hours  to  helping  provide  the  amenities  of  life  for 
hospitalized  members  of  the  community.  Currently  round- 
ing out  their  first  decade  of  service  to  all  of  Princeton, 
the  Volunteers  by  translating  the  desire-to-help  into  con- 
tinuing effective  action  have  lent  a  world  of  local  em- 
phasis to  the  oft-quoted  slogan,  "Never  underestimate 
the  power  of  a  woman." 

In  the  pre-war  long  ago — February,  1939 — the  Hospital 
Trustees  asked  one  of  their  associates,  Margaret  C.  Wal- 
lace, to  investigate  the  possibilities  of  evolving  a  volun- 
teer service  capable  of  shouldering  such  all-important  de- 
tails as  receiving  Hospital  visitors,  handling  patients'  mail 
and  doing  the  countless  odd  jobs  that  make  Hospital  life 
that  much  more  pleasant.  Mrs.  Wallace  turned  to  the 
Princeton  Service  League,  then  headed  by  Helen  Q. 
Griffin,  present  Volunteer  chairman,  and  within  weeks 
the  Volunteers  were  a  going  concern,  a  unit  which  has 
contributed  more  than  16,000  woman-hours  over  the 
course  of  the  past  nine  years. 

Hospital  authorities  look  upon  the  Volunteers  as  "in- 
dispensable" and  rightfully  wonder  "how  we  ever  strug- 
gled along  without  them,"  for  everything  the  Volunteers 
do  "would  have  to  be  done  and  we  just  couldn't  afford 
to  add  to  our  full-time  staff."  Volunteers,  working  regu- 
larly assigned  morning  and  afternoon  shifts,  become  ac- 
customed to  the  commonplace  and  to  the  unexpected.  A 
charter  member  recalls  wrestling  for  hours  with  legal 
phraseology,  as  one  patient  persisted  in  carrying  on  busi- 
ness correspondence  from  his  hospital  bed,  while  several 
remember  piloting  the  elevator  to  the  maternity  floor 
'just  in  time."

of  the  new  State  constitution  approved 
by  last  Fall's  referendum,  Princeton's 
two  boards  of  education  announced 
simultaneously  this  week  that  racial 
segregation  in  the  town's  elementary 
schools  will  end  in  June.  The  decision, 
forecast  first  in  TOWN  Topics  (Feb. 
15-21),  heralded  a  major  change  in  the 
educational  policies  of  a  primarily  aca- 
demic community. 

Beginning  in  September,  all  Town- 
ship pupils  will  enroll  in  that  munici- 
pality's school,  where  play  space  in  the 
basement  and  the  manual  training  room 
will  be  converted  into  temporary  class- 
rooms to  accommodate  90  nervv  pupals. 
"Educating  these  pupils  in  its  own 
system,"  said  the  board,  "will  cost  the 
"Township  less  and,  at  the  same  time, 
will  make  for  better  integration  of  the 
student  population."  The  board  could— 
and  did — also  point  to  the  fact  that  it 
made  immediate  expansion  more  essen- 
tial than  ever.

The  Borough  will  enroll  all  its  pu- 
pils from  kindergarten  through  grade 
five  at  the  Nassau  Street  School  and 
all  those  in  grades  six,  seven  and  eight 
in  the  Witherspoon  School  on  Quarry 
Street.  Kindergartens  may  possibly 
be  maintained  in  both  locations  but  use 
of  the  Witherspoon  School  by  both  mu- 
nicipalities for  virtually  all  Negro 
children  in  Princeton  will  henceforth 
cease.  Faculties,  too,  will  be  integrated. 
Enumerating  advantages  for  this  pro- 
cedure "far  in  excess  of  those  provided 
by  any  other  plan,"  the  Borough  iboard 
foresaw  "an  opportunity  to  improve 
what  is  already  considered  a  most  ex- 
cellent school  program."  Wise,  too,  to 
the  ways  of  mankind,  it  pointed  out 
that  "it  could  not  possibly  produce  a 
plan  which  would  meet  with  the  unani- 
mous approval  of  all  the  citizens  of 
Princeton."
